CRAIG LAW IS CONSTITUTIONAL 


Important Decision by North Caro- 
lina Supreme Court. 


Raleigh, N. C., June 8.—(Special.)—The 
supreme court has filed an opinion in 
a case of extreme interest and imipor- 
tance. It decides the construction of the 
Craig law, which was intended to [force 
corporations chartered by other states to 
domesticate themselves aere for the pur- 
pose of preventing them from transferring 
suits from state tu federai courts. The 
case came up from Durham. A man while 
walking on the sidewalk was struck by an 
iron bur uropped trom a pole by a Bel/ 
telephone employee. Ha sued the com: 
pany as a domestic corporation tor dam- 
ages. -The compuary filled qa petition ler 
removal on the ground of diverse citizen- 
ship, claiming origina] incorporation in 
New York. Judge Brown, of the superior 
court, refused tne removal, holding the 
Craig law constitutional ard the Beli 
company to be a domestic corporation. 
The supreme court affirmed Judge 
Brown's decision, holding the Craig law 
constitutional, and that by coumpiliance 
Witn its terms the defendant became a4 
domestic corporation and cannot remove 
the suit to the federal courts when sued 
as a domestic corporation. Justice Doug- 
las wrote the opinion. Justices ,aircloth 
and Furches dissent, the latter not on the 
legal argument, but purely on the ground 
that the plaintiff really sued the defend: 
ant as a New York corporation. The Bell 
company will, by writ of error, take the 
case at once to the United States supreme 
court.

Thus, the investment lasted 
The casualties among the gar- 
rison’s fighting force amounted on April 
sixty-six killed and 
133 wounded. Deaths from diseases will 
probably make a 2 per cent total loss 
The deaths among the 
non-combatants, Owing to the precautions 
taken by the resourcetul commander, were 
small—probably not more than 100, Alj- 
though every one was reduced to ghort 
raitons, it can hardly be Said that starva- 
tion existed, though it Was staring the 
brave garrison in the face for a month 
before relief. Life was supported after 
1900, by means Of mule and 
horse meat, soup concocted from animal 
and porridge made from fodder. 
Horse sausage, minced mule and curried 
locusts Was an elaborate bil] of fare to- 
ward the end.

Will Convene In Atlanta on July 16th, 
19th and 20th 


PRELIMINARY ANNOUNCEMENT MADE 


Will Issue Public Address Setting 
Forth the Views of Southern 
Business Men on National 
Policies Affecting 
the South. 


Preliminary announcement of the scope 
and general plan of the Southern Indus- 
trial League convention, which will be 
held in Atlanta on July 18th, 19th and 20th, 
Was made public yesterday morning. 

In its purpose and in the broad and gen- 
eral interest attaching to ihe. question 
to be discussed, the convention will tran- 
scend in importance any previous indus- 
trial convention ever held in the south. 

The Southern Industrial Leagus con- 
vention held last year in Atlanta on July 
25th, 26th and 27th, brought together many 
of the representative business men of the 
south. The beneficial results of that 
convention have been far-peaching. 

At the convention last year a special 
committee on scope and purpose was ap- 
pointed to formulats an address which 
would incorporate the views of the mer- 
cantile and industrial interests of the 
south on the following subjects: 

‘1. The payment and the collection of 
debts; ¢nd, as the fundamental principle 
underlying both, the inviolability of con- 
tract. 

“2. The .wiping from our statute books 
all laws intended to hinder or delay the 
Collection of debts honestly contracted 
tnd the evasion of any obligation  4as- 
sumed by voluntary contract, 

‘3. The protection by law of all forms 
of invested capital after the same is in- 
vested, and the repeal of all laws which 
have the effect of imposing double taxes. 

‘4. The opposition of this convention 
and all fair-minded men on the enact- 
ment of any law, state or@federal, which 
would heve the effect <f enabling the 
debtor to cancel his obligation with less 
valie than he received from his creditor 
at the time of making the debt. 

‘5. The earnest desire of all interests in 
the south to see the speedy completion of 
the Nicaraguan canal as a great interna- 
tional channel of commerce, the opening 
of which would be greatly to the acdvan- 
tage of the commerce and manufacture of 
the southern states. 

The following committee was appoint-. 
ed, under the resolution, to draft an ad- 
dress that should express the straight- 
forward opinion of the men who have at 
heart the best interests and material 
progress of the south: J. K. Orr, chair- 
man, Atlanta; J. F. Hanson, Macon, Ga.; 
S. G@. McLendon, Thomasville, Ga.; Rob- 
ert C. Alston, Atlanta, and T. H. Martin, 
Atlanta. 

This committee felt unwilling after de- 
liberation to take the responsibiliity of 
issuing sucn an address without first sub- 
mitting it to a convention of uhe league's 
memtership, called especially to consid- 
er and pass upon the views which are 
to go to the world as the south’s indus- 
trial pronunciamento. This decision of 
th2 special] committee was made known to 
ihe executive committee. and it was de- 
cided to call a convention of the league 
to issue a public address setting forth the 
views of southern business men on na- 
tional policies affecting southern business 
interests. 

The following letter which will be sent 
to the mayor of every important town 
and city in the south, and to prominent 
business men gives in full the purpose of 
the convention and the important ques- 
ticns to be ciscussed: 

“TI am instructeu by the executive com- 
mittee of the Southern Industrial League 
to give you this information regarding 
the date and place of this year’s conven- 
tion. It will be in Atlanta, July 18th, 19th 
and 20th. 

“You Will doubtless remember the con- 
vention of this organization which was 
held in Atlanta last year, July 25th-27th. 
That meeting was largely attended. There 
were a number of prominent sp2akers, 
2nd many important benefits were accom- 
plished. The league was organized to

The prinefpal towns are indicated by bril- 
Paris is represented by a ruby, 
Marseilles by an emerald, Lyons by a dla- 
Zordeaux by an opal, Lijle by a 
turquoise. The size of each stone ts in 
proportion to the importance of the town. 
The cost of these magnificent stones may 
be imagined when the emerald which rep- 
resents Marseilles is worth 30,000 rubles. 
Paris leads with her ruby, about which 
there are no two opinions—that it is the 
most splendid stone outside of royal col- 
lections. The Rusian pavilion, where this 
map is exhibited, is thronged daily. 

Paris is full of American art students, 
who are endeavoring to get an art educa- 
tion. Many of them find it a hard strug- 
gle to make both ends meet, and they 
intend using the opportunities the expo- 
sition offers to add to their meager bank 
accounts. They are organized into a bu- 
reau of companion guides, and the enter- 
prise is conducted in a businesslike, sys- 
tematic manner.

Closed Active and Weak at About the 
Lowest—Bonds Were Very Dull. 
Changes Were Small. 


New York, June 8.—The combination bull 
movement in wheat and bear movement in 
stocks, whith is an annual feature at some 
period of the growing crop, made its appear- 
ance today. The wheat market advanced In an 
excited way on an increasing volume of ru- 
mors of disaster to spring wheat in the north- 
west. Wall street had similar advices, and 
apparently the conviction that serious harm has 
already been done to the spring wheat gained 
force steadily during the day. There is grow- 
ing uneasiness as well over the rate situation 
among railroads west of Chicago. The fact 
that the late break in the prices of western 
railroad shares was coincident with the delib- 
trations of the committee appointed by the 
presidents of western railroads to concoct a 
Plan for the division of trAffic, gave force to 
the supposition that the prospect for a satis- 
factory settlement is not very good. Falling 
such a movement, there {s said to be a likell- 
hood of a Widespread and costly rate war. 
Coming in combination with the bad reports 
from the wheat countr this served to af- 
fectually break the market, and prices went to 
pieces in the last half hour of the trading, the 
weakness spreading from the grangers, Pacifics 
and Southwesterns {nto the trunk lines and 
specialties and embracing the whole list. This 
break came after a day of persistent. dullness 
and irregular fiuetuations in prices. The incf- 
dent immediately preceding the break was an

The gain in the first preferred 
was all wiped out tn the final break. A gain 
in the earnings of Northern Pacific and 28 per 
cent for the fourth week in Mav did not avail 
to save that stock from the prevailing weak- 
ness in the unfavorable crop prospects, and it 
fell 2 points. Missouri Pacific and Baltimore 
and Ohio showed weakness before the general 
break on fears of disappointment regarding div- 
idends. There was a relaxation of the pres- 
sure on foreign markets, due to apprehension 
over the trouble in China, and London bought 
stocks. here to a moderate extent. causing some 
slight gains early In the day. The preliminary 
estimates of the bank statement figure out a 
small loss in cash, owing to the week's heavy 
absorption by the sub-treasury, which amount- 
ed to $3.117.000, all on account of the call 
by the treasury of government deposits in the 
banks. The estimates of receipts from the 
interior are slightly in excess of those made 
last Friday, but it will be remembered that 
last Friday's estimates fell short by’ $1.500.009 
of the actual receipts, so that a gain in cash 
in temorrow's statement would not be surpris- 
ing.

New York, June 8.—Another sensational ad- 
vance took place today in wheat, prices ad- 
vancing 2% to 2%c per bushel, making over 
5c in the last three days. The outside specu- 
lative interest. were big buyers of wheat on 
crop damage news from the northwest, and 
the professional operators, while trying several 
times during the day to undermine prices, met 
their match and were obliged to retreat in 
the last hour when the highest prices of the 
session were attained. Crop damage reports 
from spring wheat states are undoubtedly very 
bullish, but there is some question as to wheth- 
er the advance has not been too rapid under 
the circumstances. July wheat went up from 
75%c early in the day to 77%c in the late af- 
ternoon, closing at 77%c. 

Foreign houses also proved good buyers of 
the staple and general sentiment was strongly 
in faver of higher prices, should rain be with- 
held much longer from the spring wheat belt. 
Operations in the option market reached a 
total of about 3,000,000 bushels for the day, 
which is the heaviest business done in a year 
or more, 


Trade in Detail . 


8.—Heavy genscral buying 
caused by the dry weather in the northwest 
advanced July wheat 2%c today. Sympathy 
with wheat advanced the other markets. July 
corn closed |1%@1i%c and July oats %c higher. 
Provisions at the close were firm, 5 to 7c im- 
proved. 

July wheat opened at 71@7!I\%c, a flat jump 
from yesterday's close of |%@i%c. Then be- 
gan a trade which in excitement and volume 
exceeded even yesterday's when the traders 
were referring to the day of the Leiter deal for 
comparison. The northwest was still short of 
rain, and had its effect. Sales were heavy, 
however, and July following the opening de- 
clined to 7O%c. Then the pressure of buying 
orders, bunches of which everyone seemed to 
have, aided the market and July shot up to 
7i%c. This would have caused a break a few 
days ago, but it was held today without a 
tremor. At this point the weather bureau an- 
nouncement of indications of showers for the 
north caused some cessation in the buying, and 
the takers of profits forced July gradually 
back to 7O%c. The dip, however, merely gave 
the buyers a breathing spell, for at the price 
just quoted they jumped into the pit with re- 
newed vigor.

BACK TAX CLAIMS TO BE CANCELED 


Agreement Reached Yesterday and 
the Money Will Be Paid to the 
County Tax Collector 
as Soon as 
Possible. 


Whatever differences may have existed 
between Fulton county ard the Southern 
Bell Telephone and Telegraph Company 
as to the amount of the back taxes due 
the county have been settled. The tele- 
phone company will pay $7,000. 

This amount is exactly $939.60 In excess 
of the sum offered by the Southern Fell 
several days ago before the board of coun- 
ty commissioners. At that time the com- 
pany, by its representatives, agreed to 
pay $6,060.40 to the county as back taxes 
to satisfy all claims that might be exist- 
ing against it. 

County Attorney Luther Z. Rosser, wh»>d 
has had charge of the matter for tho: 
county, contended that the telephone com- 
pany owed $10,000 and stood out for that 
amount. The county commissioners 
agreed not to double tax the company 
and then it appeared as if a settlement 
was clearly in sight. 

Since last Wednesday morning several 
conferences have occurred between the 
county attorney, County Tax Collector A. 
FP. Stewart and the representatives of the 
telephone company. It was stated yes- 
terday by Mr. Stewart that a satisfactory 
settlement had been reached and that 
the county would receive $7,000 as back 
taxes. 

No interest will be exacted from the 
telephone company ar.d all claims for 
back taxes will be satisfied by the pay- 
‘ment of this sum. ‘The entire amount is 
expected to be paid into the county tax 
collector's office at once. 

The county is slowly but surely set- 
tling with all the corporations which it 
is alleged owe the county back taxes, 
and it is probable that in a short time 
no accounts of this character wiil be 
outstanding.

The young 
men were on horseback and when the 
shots were fired they leaped from theif 
horses ani returned the fire from 
their revolvers, taking refuge behind the 
animals from the bullets of the negroes’

from him, leaving him unprotected.
